However, the implications from a 


strictly business 
standpoint 
are 
even greater. 


Suppose that Cravens has found 


a loop-hole in the state law and 
isn't required to pay a state in- 
come tax. The state would lose sev- 
eral thousand dollars each 
year 


from Cravens and other Arkansans 
working in Washington. Because if 
the law applied to the representa- 
tive, 
it would apply to senators, 


clerks, stenographers, 
secretaries 
and all. 


According to the income tax de- 


partment, more than 100 Arkansans 
work in Washington and file in- 
come tax returns here each year.' 


And here's another angle. Olher 
states probably have income tax 
laws identical to Arkansas. A de- 
cision here might afect a 
large 


part of Washington, D. C., because 
a large portion of the capital's pop- 
ulation is transient. 


Just when a decision will 
be 


reached, and if a court opinion is 
necessary, is questionable. 
Rep. 


Cravens. 
has told newsmen in 


Washington that Revenue Commis- 
sioner Otho A. Cook has his per- 
mission to show all files on the in- 
come tax matter to Liltle Rock re- 
porters. Cook, however, has not re- 
ceived 
official 
permission 
from 


Cravens, and standing firmly upon 
state law, refuses to put the let- 
ters on display. 


There the matter stands, 
and 


probably will until after litigation 
is completed on the separate pri- 
mary legislation. Tnen, it past ac- 
tion is any indication. Whitlakcr 
will demand a showdown on this 
problem, too.
